Part VIM- Relationship of Activities to the Accomplishment of Exempt Purposes: 

Line 2a -Tournaments provide opportunities for players to gain additional experience with 
players throughout the state of California. Tournament are generally structured and intended 
to at least break even, or generate a a reasonable margin of cash for Club. This additional cash 
is used to offset cost for the benefit of the membership. 

Line 2b - Training and Coaching fees are additional assessments to players who placed on 
competitive teams. These fees are used to pay for experienced trainers and licensed coaches 
who provide additional specialized skills training and professional/experienced coaching 
primarily to the club's competitive program. The training and coaching fees are intended to off- 
set a significant portion of the costs of providing these specialized trainers and coaches and the 
additional program costs incurred to support a competitive team program, such as additional 
field cost due to more practice time and additional cost of referee services.
